The nations should cease 
all further demonetisation of:

declared Six Robert Horne, : 
noted economist, and former 
Chancellor, in an interview 
with the “Financial Times” 
replying to Mr. Neville Cham: 
berlain’s argument, : 
Sir Robert is Convinced’ that 
Mr. Chamberlain has greatly un- 


‘> déevestimated the supply of the 
Lworld’s silver. and has ignored 


the fact that hoards of trinkets 
In India and China are easily 
convertiblo to money. Mr. Cham- 
berlain, ha'says,: assumed silver 
would remain: at the existing 
quotation, whereas the mere an- 
nouncement tHat silver waa be- 
coming :a metallic reserve would 
very considerably enhance its 
value.
